Rome, Dec. 29.—The three provinces 
of Cosenzia, Catania and Reggie di 
Calabria, comprising the department 
of Calabria, which forms the south- 
westorn extremity of Italy, or “the toe 
of the boot.’' were devastated by an 
earthquake, the far reaching effects of 
which were felt almost throughout the 
entire country. The town of Messina, 
in Sicily, with more than 90,000 inhab­ 
itants, was partially destroyed, and 
Catania was inundated. 
In Messina 
hundreds of houses have fallen and 
many persons have been killed. Owing 
to the fact that telegraphic and tele­ 
phonic communications were almost 
completely destroyed, it is impossible 
to obtain even an approximate idea of 
the vast damage done. 
The fate of entire regions within the 
zone of the earthquake Is unknown, 
but reports received here indicate that 
the havoc has been great and the de­ 
struction to life and property more 
terrible than Italy has experienced in 
many years. 
All reports show that the present 
catastrophe embraces a larger area 
thdn the earthquake in 1905. The tidal 
wave which followed the earth shocks 
on the eastern coast of Sicily sunk ves­ 
sels and inundated the lower part of 
Catania. It is known that a number of 
people were killed at that place, but 
the rushing waters carried everything 
before them and caused such an inde­ 
scribable confusion that it will be im­ 
possible for some time to estimate the 
damage and the lives lost. 
Several Thousand Killed. 
The city of Messina has suffered 
probably more than any other place, 
the latest information 
stating 
that 
two-thirds of the town was destroyed 
and 
that 
several thousand persons 
were killed. The steamers Washington 
and Montebello, which were in that 
harbor, later proceeded to Catania, 
loaded with injured, who were so stu­ 
pefied by terror that they seemed un­ 
able to realize what had happened, 
simply saying that it looked as though 
the end of the world had come. 
The 
Injured numbered thousands. 
At Catania the panic stricken peo­ 
ple, fearing new shocks, absolutely re­ 
fused to re-enter their houses and are 
camping on the squares, which are 
free from water, and the surrounding 
country. 
The tidal wave sunk 500 
boats there and did great damage to 
several large vessels and steamers, 
\ including the Austrian steamer Buda. 
Not only did Catania suffer from the 
effects of a tidal wave, but a similar 
body of water inundated the hand­ 
some streets of Messina which flank 
the harbor, covering them with a thick 
layer of mud, which rendered more 
difUcult the succoring of the wounded, 
many of whom could be seen lying un­ 
der the wreckage. 
It is reported that 
the villages of Faro and Ganzirri, ad­ 
joining Messina, have disappeared. The 
effects of the earthquake were aggra­ 
vated by fire through an explosion of 
gas, the flames, which swept along 
several of the streets, adding terror 
upon terror. 
Carried Saints From Churches. 
In some places, such as Prizzo, Co- 
trone, Santa Severina and Piscopio, 
the people had the courage to enter 
the churches almost while they were 
falling and carry out the saints. They 
bore these in procession through the 
open country, invoking the mercy of 
God. 
In the mountainous regions in­ 
land the population has taken refuge 
in grottos and caves, where peasants 
and priests, soldiers and persons of 
gentle b irth . are living in common. 
Their bed is the ground, and fires are 
kept burning to keep off wild animals. 
In Albi alone 2000 people are home­ 
less. 
Extraordinary scenes are reported 
at Catania. Following a violent earth 
shock the sea rose in a tremendous 
wave, which wrecked many smacks. It 
ten suddenly retired from the shore 
and returned as quickly, causing fur­ 
ther 
great 
damage 
and 
wreckage. 
Awakened by the shock, the inhabit- 
aiit3 fled panic stricken from their

The agricultural college announces 
unequivocally that it now is prepared 
to vanquish hog cholera. 
The serum is drawn from what is 
known as a hyper-immunized hog. the 
fibering being removed so as to pre­ 
vent clotting. The serum is treated 
with small quantities of carbolic acid.

Where the Apple Came From

There are two varieties of apples 
found wild in Europe, but the region 
adjacent to the^ Caspian Sea seems 
to have been the origin of the apple 
as known in the East. Charred pieces 
of apples are found in the heaps of 
refuse left by the Lake Dwellers, who 
occupied portions of Europe before 
any of the present races. 
These peo­ 
ple lived on platforms, laid over piles 
driven into the Avater— probably to 
protect themselves from animals, in 
an era before metal weapons were 
known. 
These specimens of apples 
are generally carbonized by heat, but 
they 
show 
perfectly the 
internal 
structure of the fruit. 
There are 
five types 
of native 
American apples; all of them crabs. 
John Smith wrote from Virginia that 
he had found “some new crabapples, 
but they were small and bitter.** New 
Englanders made the same report. 
The Soulard has the reputation of be­ 
ing the largest and best of these na­ 
tives. 
Sports of this variety, like the 
Matthews, are improved in size and 
quality. 
Selections might probably 
be made from Western thickets, of 
even 
better 
sorts 
than 
are now 
known. 
I believe the blood of the 
wild crab is in some of ou- best 
orchards.— The Outing Magazine.

Ccrest flrc\ There are not great forests near tho Atlantic cOMt 
line. 
IDven the fragments of trees and wild grass tliat cxlat to 
Rive vurinnco to the eye, as against tho rocks and sands, hav« 
enough inolsture, ordinarily, to prevent the ravages ol 
the de­ 
structive forest flame. 
But In the mountainous country, out In the (forests of the 
lako level, in the sombre regions of the Maine pineries, where tho monster 
olm and oak grow in Michigan, Ohio and Wisconsin; in the amost untrod re­ 
gions of iMoniann, where the Hr, the spruce and the scrub oak oxlst In -wild 
and rugged r't'ofuslon; in Arkansas and Louisiana and Eastern Texas, where 
the huge reiMioarted pines try to rear their heads high enough ifor eagles to 
nost in safety fiom rille shots—In these localities, after a short drought, the 
drop of a matcTi wii* inflame them, burn them, destroy them, leave blackened 
areas as horrible as Sherman’s army left when it marched from Atlanta to the 
sea. j»nd -wliat a gorgeous, though terrifying spectacle a forest Are Is!

Odd Facts About 
Your Eye./* 
B y D r. B. A . A y e r a , 


AN’S eyes at rest are far focussed—will make no effort when see­ 
ing the moon or earthly horizon. 
Birds’ and fishes’ eyes at 
rest are near focussed—will make no effort when looking at 
nearby worms and minnow's. 
¡Man’s elastic lenses are under 
constant flattening compression. 
'Imagine a rubber Iball- of flat­ 
tened convex lenslike shape, laid in between two disks of can­ 
vas, and the uniting edges of these cloths stretched to a ring. 
Thev would flatten the rubber, and if relaxed It would thicken by its own 
elasticity. The thicker the lens the shorter its focus. For reading or thread­ 
ing a neele we relax the tension on the lens by contracting a ring of muscle 
surrounding each les, and then w'ait for the lenses to thicken through their elas­ 
ticity. In fish the lens is set against the cornea (approximately), short focus, 
and when it wants to see whether the shadowy object some feet away Is a 
shark or a log, it pulls the entire round lens toward the retina, and gets as 
clear a vision as possible. 
Now we see why so many human beings need 
“spectacles” as they grow old—the elasticity of the lenses is gradually lost, 
just as it is in rubber. 
One more method of getting focus is employed by 
the eyemaker, whicb Is dealt to some snakes. 
Their lenses, which are set 
near the retinas, are pushed forward, after the manner of a pump 'piston, by 
blood pressure. 
Cheap eyes.for cheap creatures. 
Focus regulated by excite­ 
ment. 
Some of the "eyes that can see In the dark” have no power of chang­ 
ing focus: so it makes no difference whether they get a “night edition" of 
the day’s doings or not. There is a prevailing "they say” opinion that bird’s 
sight is keener than man’s. This is probably not true, as only man and the 
simiae, which have “parallel vision,” possess a highly concentrated sensitive 
area in the retinas—the macula lutea. 
But birds aloft are in clearer air then 
man. and their eyes can change focus -with remarkable speed, as necessitated 
by rapid flighls. Birds of prey have voluntary (subject to the will) muscle as 
well as involuntary in their irides. and can increase the convexity of the 
cornea and its refractive power.—Harner’a Magazine.

I have seen a dozen strong men go to their death In a fire 
without the slightest sign of fear.

of us that braces us up in a catastrophe and makes us equal to an emergency, 
whatever it is. This so.mething is the (5od in tis. These brave firemen did 
not shrink over when they saw every means of escape cut off. The last rope 
had been thrown to them, the last ladder had burned, and they were still in 
a tower one hundred feet above a blazing roof. 
Yet they showed no sign of 
fear or cowardice when the tower sank into the seething caldron of flame. 
When in Deacl'wood, in the Black Hills of Dakota, the author was told that 
in the early days there, before telephone, raili-oad or telegraph communication 
had been established, the people were obliged to send a hundred miles for 
a physician. 
For this reason tho services of a physician were beyond the 
reach of those of moderate means. Result was people learned to depend upon 
themselves to such an extent that it was only on. extremely rare occasions, 
usually in case of severe accident or somo emergency, that a i)hyslclan was 
aent for. Some oi tho largest families of children in the place had been reared 
without a physician ever coming into the house. Whon 1 asked some of those 
people if they were over sick they replied, “No, wo are never sick, simply 
because we are obliged to ketp well. 
We cannot afford to have a physician; 
and even If w-e could it would take so long to get him here that the sick one 
might be dead before ho arrived."—iSuccess Magazine.,

It would have to 
ibe endowed with extraordinary tenacity to hold Us methods of expression 
unchanged.

But what such seclusion from 'contact with others might do for the 
speech of the uneducated, tlie establishment of a great literature certainly 
does 'for the speech of the educated. 
It strengthens and intensifies the feel­ 
ing which leads men to cling to what already exists. It Indisposes them to sub* 
stltute for it or place alongside of it any new forms or constructions. It can* 
not and it does not prevent change entirely; but It reduces It to its lowest 
possible terms. 
Literature, in fact, anchor.s language, and holds It firmly to 
its moorings. Its great books and Its great authors are read and studied and 
Imitated everywhei’o by successive gtineralions. 
This natural Inftuence hai 
always exisleâ; but modern agencies have strengthened and extended It tv 
a degree once Impracticable and Indeed Inconceivable. 
The invention ol 
printing, with the consequent wide diffusion of education, has rendered (mis­ 
leading all inferences about the future of modern languages drawn from th« 
fate of the ancient, the conditions fiurrounding them are too essentlallj 
different to justify applying to the one lessons drawn from the experience oi 
the otlier. There may be for our speech perils in abeyance which will threaten 
Its perpetuity; but they wll} not be of the i^ature of those which affected th«

Have you ever wandered through 
any of the German towns and seen 
out side of some dingy little shops a 
, »winging sign with the picture of a 
* horse on it and the legend “Hler ist

W hy a horse should be a cheaper 
dish than' a cow, and he is certainly 
very much cheaper, is something oi 
a mystery when one thinks of his 
cost as a locomotive. 
And the Ger­ 
man 
hausfrau 
insists 
th at 
good, 
young horses as often end their ca­ 
reers prematurely in sausages as old 
and weather stained nags. 
And not 
only in sausages. 
It often happens— perhaps one can 
isafely say it invariably happens— 
th a t tho woman who stands behind 
the counter Jn one of these stores is 
a well established hausfrau herself 
and has intimate domestic acquaint­ 
ance with the choice cuts of horse 
th a t she sells. 
It was in front of a little shop in 
W ilhelm Platz in Koenigsberg, 'way 
up northeast, near Russia, th at an 
American on his way doAvn the crook­ 
ed street from tho old schloss recent­ 
ly noticed this same horse sign just 
below him— for the street is so steep 
th at what is below you one m inute 
is above you the next. 
Overcome 
at last by w hat he considered a mor­ 
bid cui'iosity, though the word is un­ 
pleasant to use in connection with 
w hat one eats, he ventured into the 
shop. 
He had seen the sign all over 
Germany, and since so many people 
ate horse American tolerance sug­ 
gested th at perhaps horse was good. 
The usual German woman with the 
familiar German generosity of out­ 
line came out from her bedroom be­ 
hind the shop and looked expectant­ 
ly at him. 
Around the store, on the 
racks, hung haunches, ribs, legs and 
sides of dark red meat, while wooden 
dishes, of finely chopped ham burger 
horse lay on the counters. 
‘|Wlll you kindly 
tell 
me 
how 
much horse Is a pound?** asked the 
intruder, trying not to breathed Un­ 
fortunately for his efforts to sympa­ 
thize with- horse dinners, the place 
smelt like a morgue. 
‘'Twenty pfennig,** she answered. 
A rapid passage at mental arith ­ 
metic brought the am ount to 
five 
cents American. 
And, say the horse 
weighs eight 
hundred 
pounds, he 
would bring less than $40 as a dish! 
Who could buy him for that to ride 
on in the park? 
Relying on the Ger­ 
m an good nature and remembering 
that everyone about him seemed to 
have plenty of time, 
he explained 
th at he was an American and wished 
he knew something about how horses 
were eaten. 
Never .JDaten a Horse! 
“I have never eaten one,*' he re­ 
m arked with a deprecating smile. 
“How long since you are in Ger­ 
many?** she asked stolidly. 
“Oh, about a year,** he smiled. 
**Then perhaps often you have eat­ 
en one,** she reassured him. 
As he looked at the blackening 
m eat and smelt the perfume of the 
horse, he shuddered. 
“ How?** he asked, quietly. 
•'There are many sausages,*' she 
responded. 
“B ut 4f you have been 
only to good restaurants you have 
not got them. 
And if you keep house 
you m ust know when you buy horse 
m eat because outside the store al­ 
ways m ust be the sign about it. 
It 
Is required." 
The horse is naturally not an un­ 
appetizing beast, and the shops in 
Berlin where you can buy a pound 
of him to take home in a paper bag 
are quite exquisite. 
And there are 
other aspects of this question of horse 
m eat in Germany. 
T hat it is killed 
under government Bupervlsion and 
a t the immaculate abattoirs outside 
the city limits, and th at it is good 
fresh horse— all this is much to its 
advantage as healthful eating. 
In 
vsome of the stores, like th e little one 
in Koenigsberg, perhaps they keep 
him too long; but that is not really 
his fault. 
It even happens with cows 
sometimes. 
And very truly !t should be as 
tasty a dish as any other of what 
Bernard Shaw calls “the dead an- 
mals which we serve at our civilized 
tables.*' 
There Is a certain amount of dig­ 
nity acquired by cooked horse which, 
for instance, “ hot dog** has not at­ 
tained to in America. 
It is Just pos­ 
sible in this connection th at the Ger­ 
mans would take more seriously and 
approvingly the 
combination 
as a 
business of “Delicatessen and F u r­ 
rier*' than we would. 
So many of 
the Germans eat horse with relish, 
not only the very poor but the w ork­ 
ing people, so called, th at they feel 
no hesitation Jn talking about it. The 
woman who lives in a simple little 
house in the country or town, or in 
pne of the poor but outwardly clean 
Rats in' Berlin is quite willing to tell 
^'ou a few good recipes for fried top 
of the horse haunch or tasty roast 
horse flank. 
You do not have to 
tpeak very much German to interest 
a woman who lives away off in the 
country in one of those squat, sharp 
i’oofed houses. 
She is not afraid to 
have you come up to her as she stands 
Jinitting at the door. 
She labors in 
the fields herself and, being as strong 
as a tree, is afx’aid of nothing. 
One of these women v/hose little 
log house clings to a slant m ountain 
fcide led the stranger right into her 
latehen.

In the attem pt to discover some 
universal law of bird-fllght scientists 
have disclosed concerning a num ber 
of species a most puzzling paradox, 
perhaps the most mysterious of the 
enigmas that the subject presents. 
It 
is that in a num ber of birds and in­ 
sects tho size of the v/lngs decreases 
in proportion to the increase In sizo 
of the body of the flying creature. 
The Australian crane, for Instance, 
weighs over three hundred times 
more than the sparrow, but in pro­ 
portion has only one-seventh of tha 
wing area of the smaller bird. 
This curious fact is equally strik­ 
ing if we compare birds with insects. 
If the gnat were increased in sizo 
until it was as large as the Australian 
crane and if the wings of the insect 
^ e re enlarged to m aintain the pro­ 
portion they now bear to its body, 
they would be about one hundred and 
fifty times larger than the crane’s. 
It requires 3.62 square feet of 
wing area per pound to float tho 
bank-swallow, but 
to 
sustain 
the 
tawny vulture, a monstrous bird in 
comparison, requires only .68 of a 
iquare foot of wing surface per pound 
of bodj% 
The albatross, weighing 
eighteen pounds, has a spread of v/lng 
of eleven feet and six Inches, while 
the trum peter swan, weighing twen­ 
ty-eight pounds, has a spread of wing 
of only eight feet. 
The stork weighs 
eight times more than the pigeon, but 
in proportion has only half as much 
wing surface.— “The Mystery of Bird- 
Flight,^' in Everybody’s.

Dr. Lawrence F. Flick, expert tu 
berculosis physician, and Dr. D. J* 
McCarthy, expert criminologist, have 
Just made known remarkable discov­ 
eries that have resulted from inves­ 
tigations they have been making for 
several years at tho Henry Phipps In­ 
stitute for the treatment, study and 
prevention of tuberculosis. 
According to the new discovery, it 
is said by the physicians, even devout 
persons may become immoral, honest 
men turn thieves, optimists become 
pessimists and healthy minded men 
become almost inebriates with little 
or no sense of moral responsibility. 
And these conditions may -lake place 
long before any sign of tuberculosis 
is apparent. 
Dr. McCarthy is not yet willing to 
state positively to science the cause 
of this change in mental condition; 
HÓ thinks it is not so m’uch that the 
tubercle bacilli' attack the brain tis­ 
sues, as that it is due to the produc­ 
tion of mental and nervous exhaus­ 
tion consequent upon the ailment. 
‘‘Loss of sleep is an important fac­ 
tor,” Dr. McCarthy says, “but it may 
also be due to either a lack of prop­ 
er blood supply to the brain or by 
interference with the functions of the 
heart. 
'‘The impoverished state of tho 
blood is partly responsible for the de­ 
lusions and hallucinations experienced 
by so many tuberculosis patients. 
Dreams assume such real proportions 
in the patient’s mind that they often 
regard them as communicated from 
heaven. 
“A case under my personal obser­ 
vation for years showed delusions ac­ 
companied by various homicidal at­ 
tempts. 
Another case was that of a 
man who developed insanity almost 
a year before tuberculosis made its 
first appearance.

A DYING MAN’S RECORD. 
The first explorers to perish on the 
Ice cap of Greenland were Mylius 
Erichsen and his two comrades, In 
November last. 
The earlier report 
that they had drifted on an ice floe 
away from the east coast was Inac­ 
curate. 
Here are the facts as given 
by the surviving members of the ex­ 
pedition upon their arrival in Den­ 
mark: 
In the spring of last year Erichsen 
started from his winter quarters In 
latitude 76 degrees 40 minutes, where 
his ship v/as in harbor, to explore the 
unknown northeast coast of Green­ 
land. 
He had ten sledges, divided 
among four sledging parties. 
Tho 
work was succewsfully achieved, the 
northeast coast was outlined and was 
found to extend much further to the 
east than had been expected. 
Three of the sledge parties re­ 
turned to the ship, but the fourth 
party, consisting of Erichsen, the 
commander, and Lieutenant Hagen 
and Mr. Bronlund, did not come back. 
Several parties were sent out to hunt 
for the missing men, but It was not 
until last spring that definite news of 
their fate was obtained. 
Erichsen and his two comrades had 
remained behind on the north coast 
to complete 
some 
details of their 
work. 
Bad weather set in and they 
were detained until late in the sum­ 
mer, when they set out over the high 
ice cap of Greenland to regain their 
vessel. 
Their fate was revealed in 
a remarkable manner. 
One of the search parties In March 
last reached a crevice in the ice in 
which they found the body of Bron­ 
lund. 
Near the body were sketcnes 
showing the results of the final ex-

A CtANT TRIBE. 


The On.-i Indlnnii of Terr» i1«1 
JslMnd, South Ainerlcfi, 
The Ona.s, a tribe of Indians inhab­ 
iting the mainland of tho Tierra del 
Fuego 
Lslands, are physical giants 
Their average height is over six feet-* 
H few are seven and a half feet, a few* 
fall below six feet. 
Tho w^omen are 
more corpulent iind not so tall.. There 
Is no race in the world with a moro 
perfect physical development than tho 
Ona Indians. 
This is partly d\ie to 
the topography of the country and iho 
distribution of game, wiiich makes 
long marches across the country a ne 
cessity. 
In menlality they 
fall far 
below 
their physical attainments. 
In the 
past their supply of game has been 
plentiful, and this may account for tlu 
lack of inventive genius among them* 
This lack of progressive* skill is por­ 
trayed iu their home life, clothing and 
homes. Their children suiter from it. 
For, contrary to the practice common 
among most Indians of feedlnji, dress­ 
ing and training the children Avell, the 
Onas* littje ones are mostly naked, 
poorly fed and altogether neglected. 
They have abundant material for sup­ 
plying themselve.9 with clothing and 
homes, 
and 
yet they throw^ a few 
branches together, put skinS over the 
windward side and then shi\%* under 
tiie miserable shelter. 
Scientists w'ho have made a study 
of the subject say the language of the 
Onas is the strangest ever listened to. 
Many of the words are not difiicult: to 
pronounce, nor is tho construction of 
the sentences difficult, but every few^ 
words are interrupted by 
a 
sound 
wiiich it is Impossible to produce. The 
speaker hacks, coughs and grunts, dis­ 
torting his face in the most inhuman 
manner, and then passes on to the 
next stumbling block. The Onas live 
principally upon meat> wiiich iu for­ 
mer years was obtained from the guan- 
aco,—Philadelphia Ledger.

A FUNNY LITTLE CRAB.

Hew the “ Fiddler’’ Folds Up for His 
Long Winter Sleep. 
Oub Df the most interesting mem­ 
bers of the crab family is the queer 
and grotesque little “fiddler/* which 
lives in burrows in the banks of creeks 
and estuaries back of the beach. Into 
these burrows the 
crab 
retires 
in 
autumn and composes itself for a long 
^ 
winter sleep. The eye stalks are then 
folded down into sockets beneath the 
shell, and the largo claw rests closed 
and inert against the body, while the 
legs are folded up until the entiro ani­ 
mal is snugly closed upon itself, and 
It remains in this dormant condition 
nntll the spring. 
Early in April the 
“tiddlers’' awaken and immediately at­ 
tend to clearing out their 
burrows. 
The large claw is useless for eating, 
only the small one being available for 
this purpose. It is amusing to see the 
f delicacy with which this little .claw 
feels aljout and picks up the particles 
of vegetable m atter and places them 
in the mouth, while the eyes are all 
the time raised aloft on their stalks 
and apparently looking off into 
the 
distance. ITie female crabs have both 
^ claws small and of equal size, so they 
are both used in feeding, and she can 
satisfy her hunger just twice as easily 
and quickly as the male. 
These “tid­ 
dler*' crabs also gather food and store 
it in the burrows for future use. 


A Famous Phrase. 
In a recent address before the Illi­ 
nois Historical Socieiy, Charles 
E. 
Carr considered U ncoln’s memorable 
two-minute address 
at 
Gettysburg, 
and pointed out 
that 
the 
familiar 
words contained in the address—‘*a 
Gov^rnraent of the people;-by the peo­ 
ple and for tlie people’’—were not 
original with Lincoln, 
it is recaneci 
that there^ was considerable comment 
at the time of his using them, which 
' went BO far that it wa.s4nsinuated that 
he was guilty of wilful pla^^iarism. 
The m atter was thoroughly investi­ 
gated by Lamon, Nicolay and others, 
and it was found tliat the phrase had 
been so often used as to become com- 
man property. 
It appears, substan­ 
tially as Lincoln used it in vV'ebster’s 
reply to Hayne,^ It was used by Theo­ 
dore Parker in an anti-slavery con­ 
vention a t Boston in 1850, and by Joel 
Parker in xMassacausetts Constitution­ 
al Convention In 1853. 
The first ap­ 
pearance of this phrase, «0 far as it 
has been posible to ascertain, was in 
the preface of the old Wickiiife Bible, 
which declares th at ‘‘this Bible is for 
the government of the people, by the 
people and fxjr the people.’^
